Interest is widespread among 
students over this attempt of state 
politicians to control instruction 
of the history and philosophy of 
the Constitution of the United 
States, ban the teaching of sex 
and marital relations, and prohibit 
classroom discussion of such vital 
subjects as political controversial 
issues, and religion. 

Here are some of the reactions 
on this issue: 

CORY THOMPSON, as regards 
to freedom, says—This is a de- 
mocracy.

We should be allowed 
to discuss anything we wish as 
long as the class subject pertains 
to it.

A certain 
number of politicians on a com- 
mittee cannot tell a great number 
of people exactly what they should 
think about and learn. 

DICK WILSON thinks of the 
effects—These bills will prevent 
free thought by the students. The 
students of this generation will 
not be able to comprehend world 
affairs which are vital to them if 
these restrictions on their educa-
